Dr. Fleure holds the recently established chair of geography in the University of 
Wales, Aberystwyth. He is secretary of the Geographical Association (of 
Great Britain) and editor of its magazine, The Geographical Teacher. Dr. 
Fleure is well known as an exponent of human geography to which study he 
brings his allied work in zoology and anthropology. He is the author of 
"Human Geography in Western Europe" (1918). To the Review (March, 
1918) he contributed the article "The Racial History of the British People. 

Dr. Cleland is professor of geology at Williams College. His geological works 
include the textbook "Physical and Historical Geology" (1916). Among his 
geographical writings note may be made of an excellent paper, "Curacao, A 
Losing Colonial Venture" published in the Bulletin of the American Geo- 
graphical Society (Vol. 41, 1909). 

Dr. Kindle is paleontologist in charge of invertebrate paleontology, Geological 
Survey of Canada. Previously to this appointment he was associated with 
the Geological Survey of the United States as geologist and paleontologist. 
Dr. Kindle has recently carried out investigations in the Mackenzie River 
Basin, an outcome of which is the present paper. 

Dr. Alcock is a member of the Geological Survey of Canada. His work has 
carried him mainly into the Canadian Northwest, on a personal knowledge 
of which region is based the article "Past and Present Trade Routes to the 
Canadian Northwest" recently published in the Review (August, 1920). On 
one of his expeditions, in 1915, he surveyed the Churchill River to Fort 
Churchill on Hudson Bay. He contributed an article on this river to the 
Geographical Review (December, 19 16). The present article is based on field 
work of subsequent seasons.
